J ohn L. Lord in Palmyra. 
N o t w i t h ­ 
standing the very but-y time for farm­ 
ers, a goodly number wTere in attend­ 
ance.

stalks. 
Some favored burning them, 
but the general opinion seemed to Oe 
ia favor of cutting and then harrowing 
them under. 
Maintain the fertility of the soil by j 
rotation of crops, seeding down, feed­ 
ing hay and gram to stock, thus keep- 
iug it on the farm, use the pulverizer 
freely to get up a dust mulch to hold 
the moisture in the ground, especially 
in the dry season. 
Cases were cited of 
fields of corn where part of the corn 
was cut up in shocks and hauled off of 
the Held, the rest of the held was hulk­ 
ed the old fashioned way. 
Stalks of 
this field was turned under with the 
result that the next years crop on thin 
ground in yield and quality far surpass­ 
ed the crop raised on the ground that 
had been cleared of the corn-stalks.

Sir Robert 
( ’hristeson, p rofessor in E d inb u rgh u ni­ 
versity, a fam ous exp ert on toxicology, 
whose w ork s are still stand ard on that 
subject, \va> p ut on the stand to prove 
this point. When he declared that a chem ­ 
ist would certainly use some poison w hich 
would leave no trace, the prosixHiting a t­ 
torney ask ed him if he m eant to say tha t 
there were such poisons. 
Sir R obert replied in the affirm ative, 
rhe p rosecutor ask ed, “ N am e them !“ 
“ N o!" shouted the judge. 
* I forbid 
you to answ e r that q u estion!” 
In sp ite of the p rotests of the p rosecutor 
the ju d ge w ould not allow tho exp ert p u b ­ 
licly to give the nam e of a poison which 
w ould leave no tra.ee, and the q uestion 
rem ained unansw ered. 
Now conies the curious part of the story 
D uring the next tw o years S ir Robert n 
reived m ore than 4,000 letters from all 
p arts of the world ask ing, begging,offering 
to buy, the nam e of tho tintraeeahle poison 
alluded to in his testim ony. Manx of these 
he k ept as curiosities, show ing them to 
hi.- irionds us evidence of the dep ravity of 
hu m an nature. 
Son 10 of the » excuses for 
w a nting the nam e of the poison were very 
ingenious 
One m an w as w riting a novel 
based on a poison plot and w anted to 
m ak e Use of the tint raeeahle poison idea, 
lie did not w ant to give tho na m e of the 
poison in his book , b u t ju s t w anted to 
have it by him in case any scientific critic 
should deny t he p ossibility of such poisons, 
w hen he could send him the nam e in a 
p rivate letter and q uote t he “ dist inguished 
a u tho rity” from w hom it came, etc.

eral persons profess» *d to be st udying ehem- 
istry and ask ed for the inform ation on 
the grou nd of professional courtesy. 
To 
all such Sir Robert w ould semi the advice 
to p ursue the ir studies am i the yw o u hl 
soon k now as m uch about it as be <hd. 
Many offered large su m s of money for the 
secret, usually p retend ing they had bet 
still larger a m o u nts tha t they could iimi 
it out in a given tim e and were w illing 
to share their p rofits liberally 
with Sir

Robert was the nu m b e r of pirns» ms all over 
the World who seemed desirous of possess 
ing the secret of an agent 
that would k ill 
but leave no trace, and the a m a z ing false 
hoods to which they would subscribe

nam es in order to obtain tli« • inform ation. 
It is said t ha t whatever poison Sir Robert 
had in m ind at the trial ho never men 
tamed it, mu even to his classes, so strong 
ly was hi* imp ressed wi t h the d a nge r of 
letting siu I. a 1 lung become m a tte r of p u b ­ 
lic k nowledge.

One mo rning in May , 18 04, a small 
brig named the Harrington, co mmand­ 
ed by Mr. William Campbell, sailed 
ont between Sy dney heads before a stiff 
i westerly breeze bonnd to the island of 
Masafuera, 
in 
the South Pacific, to 
procure sealsk ins. 
Although so small, 
the vessel carried a crew of about five 
and twenty men and, being a letter of 
marque, was armed in the usual m an­ 
ner of the Australian whalers and south 
sea traders of those day s 
half a dozen 
9 pounders and plenty of musk ets and 
cutlasses. The Harringto n had for some 
time be< 11 employ ed by her owners — 
Chace ¿ c Co. of Madras 
in trading be­ 
tween 
Madras, the South American 
ports and Sy dney . O n the last occasion 
of his leaving Madras Campbell had 
tak en care to provide himself with a 
letter of marque from the presidency of 
Fort St. George against France and 
Holland. 
The result of the sealing expedition 
was 
fairly successful, but Campbell 
himself was not satisfied. 
At least he 
found he was not satisfied when he one 
day fell in with an American whale- 
ship, the captain of which told him that 
war had been declared between E ng­ 
land and Spain. 
How the American 
captain had learned the news Campbell 
did no t inquire. 
He quick ly ret urned 
on board the Harringto n, held a brief 
co nsultatio n with his mate, and altered 
the ship's course from west by no rth 
for Sy dney to due east for the So uth 
American coast. 
“ I d o n’t want to waste m uch tim e ,” 
he said, “ but there is 
110 harm in our 
running along the coasl for a week <>r 
two. 
W e are pretty sure to pick up 
something. ” 
The m ate concurred, so did tin crew, 
and a week later Campbell did pick up 
so mething -to wit, two Spanish prizes, 
a m erchantm an and a 
man-of-war. 
From t he Sy dney Gazette we learn that 
th<> 
m erchantm an 
was 
“ named St. 
Eranei on and St. Paulo. She was being 
convoy ed by the cruiser, which was 
named the Estreinina. commanded by 
Don Anto nio J o s e d« l Oampo. en-ign in 
t he Spanish 
navy , o ut of the ports o f 
Coquimbo and Caldera on the coast of 
Peru. ” 
in spit-* of his long name and title 
and the traditional bravery of his 1 ,ve 
the don does not shim* to advantage in 
this affair, for as soon as the pluck y lit­ 
tle Harringto n bon; down upon him 
nd his convoy he put his helm down 
and steered for the shore, then Lut a 
few miles di tant. 
Campbell, burning 
to bring him to, crowded 011 all sail ;u 
pursuit, but was unable 
to 
p r e v e n t 
both the Estreinina 
a brig of foi r 
guns—and the convoy from running 
ashore. 
Then, setting fire to both ve 
sels, Don Antonio and his gallant men 
ran aw ay inland with great unanimité, 
But the H arringto n was so close* that 
Campbell, 
lowering 
bis boats, 
soon 
boarded both ships, and his men extin­ 
guished the flames before anv m aterial 


d a m a ge was done, and in a few hours 
he hud succeeded in floating both ves­ 
sels again. 
After putting prize crews 
on board, the industrio us Campbell went 
on shore to see if there was any thing 
else “ wo rth pick ing up,” and distov 
ered a quantity of copper bars 
a very 
valuable commodity . 
These lie secured 
w itho ut firing a shot, and t hen he and 
his m erry men said goodby to the Span 
iards, and w ith the two prizes in com­ 
pany set sail for Sy dney , highly pleased 
at the result of their adventure. 
In due course the H arringto n sailed 
into Po rt Jack son, but the level headed 
Scotch captain came in alo ne- the prizes 
were no t visible. 
The following day he 
was requested by Governor King to

Governor King said he did not con­ 
sider this satisfactory , and after tak ing 
counsel with other officers of the settle­ 
ment decided to detain the Harringto n 
until the home government could be 
communicated with. 
So Campbell was 
ordered to unbend his sails, strik e his 
topmasts and lower y ards and unship 
his rudder. 
Campbell protested, say ing that his 
case had been considered witho ut call­ 
ing upon him to be present. 
This, as a 
m atter of fact, was correct, for while 
some of his sailors gave evidence at the 
inquiry he was not allowed to meet 
them in open court. His protest is very 
properly worded, and he undoubtedly 
has tlie best of the argum ent: “ I was 
not apprised of the intentio n of the 
governor to hold an 
inquiry .
